HOG SLAUGHTERING, 


From the Cincinnati Gazette, Dee. 15. 

Deer Creek—by some called Golgotha, 
from the great slaughter thatis committed 
within its limits —is a place of much ac- 
tivity at this period of the year, A large 
proportion of the hogs thut, about the first 
of November, begin to turn their heads in 
this direction, find a stopping place and o 
pluce to die'in this valley. Here, too, all 
the modern improvements for dressing 
the hog and working up the offal are to 
be found. There ‘is much, thereford, in 
Deer Creek, worth seeing. ‘The work of 
investigation, however, is not as pleasant 
aw might be desired. ‘Ihe roads, houses, 
offices, nooks and corners are coated with 
mud, blood, grease and other filthy ingre- 
dients. ‘Ihe atmosphere, also, is full of 
the odors that arise from these deposits, 
and this extends beyond tle limits of the 
locality, and, at times, the wind and 
weather favoring, it supplies a portion of 
the city with a nixed vapor for breathing 
purposes, und inflates the lungs with a flu- 
id decidedly more dense than is encoun- 
tered in other localities. ‘This, however, 
is ondured by our citizens with ao degree 
of patience that is somewhat remarkable. 
It is regarded as one of the necessary e- 
vils connected with the business of the 
city. But itis werth while to pass thro’ 
the mud and blood, and cut the atmosphere 
in order to witness the business of killing 
and dressing hogs. ‘The rapidity with 
which it is despatched is truly amazing 
1t is well calculated to astonish individu- 
als who have not forgotten the * hog-kill- 
ing‘ days of the past, when the neighbors 
were called to help to dispose of a few 
head, It was then considered a preat bu- 
siness to despatch a hundred hogs. It 
now requires a lew hours only to dispose 
of a thousand. 

Our observations in Deer Creek were 
confined to the Cincinnati Slaughter 
House, through which we were kindly 
conducted by one of the proprietors.— 
‘This is an extensive establishment, fitted 
up in the best style. 1: contains all mod- 
ern improvements. ‘The pens were full 
of hogs. ‘The latter awaited their turn 
for an entrance to the two fatal pens, 
which are situated at the east end of the 
building, and are each about eight feet 
square. Hogs are driven into these pens 


0} alternately, to the number of fifteen or 


twenty, The pen being packed full, a 
man with a medium sized sledge-hammer 
enters and takes his stand upon the mass 
of porkers, and one by one tho victims 
are knocked down, Sometimes they are 
(lespatched with one blow, but frequently 
three or four are required. ‘he while 
number having been thus Inid out, doors 
which separate the pen from a large plat- 
form on the inside of the building are 
thrown open, and one by one of the hogs 
are taken outand stuck, A single moye- 
ment of the knife starts the blood. While 
this is going on, the sledge hammer is 
doing its work in the second pen, ‘Thus 
Matters are kept moving. 

Extending from this platform is a largo 
tank, the top of which 18 on a lovel with 
the former. ‘This is five feet wide by a- 
bout twelve feet long, It is filled with 
water, which is kept boiling by means of 
sicam pipes. ‘The hogs having been per- 
mitted to bleed a minute or so, are plung- 
ed into the water, and aro moved along 
gradually until they pass through the tank. 
At tho end a platform, slightly inclined 
and resting upon tho bottom of the tank, 
is fixed. The hog, having been floated 
on to this, it is raised by monns of a lever 
fo nlovel with a bench about four feet 
wide and twenty-five feetlong. Itis then 
rolled on to this bench, on oithor side of 
which ten or twelve men stand with 
Knives and scrapers, facing each other 
aud working in pairs, ‘Tho first two ro- 
move the choico bristles. ‘The second 
two apply the scrapers, taking off most of 
the hair. ‘Tho next pair Scripes tore 
closely, and so on, until the hog, having 
passed through tho sovorel hands, ix 
thoroughly cleaned, ‘Thus the carcass is 
kept almost constantly in motion fromthe 
time it is taken from the pen until is pass- 
#5 (0 the ond of this bench, 

Close to this bench a large swivel iu 
erectod, with twelve branches extending 
horizontally about oight foot from the 
centre, Ono man stands at the end of 
this bench, and as tho hogs are passed 
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down be hangs them, head downwards, 
upom hooks attached jo these -branchey.— 
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The awiv moved at intervals of about 
aininute, While it stands still a man 
removes tho entrails, ‘These are instant- 
ly taken care of by other parties. ‘The 
entrails having been removed, the hogs 
aro taken from the swivel and carried to 
another part of the house, where they are 
hung to cool, In the latter position they 
remain from twelve to fourtedn hours, va- 
rying according to the weather and other 
circumstances. ‘The former mingles with 
the water of the creek, and the latter are 
carried to the Ohio river, ‘The nuinber 
slaughtered at this house varies from 1200 
to 1900 per day of ten hours. 

‘The scene in the house is a bloody one 

of course. ‘The men exhibit no fo-ling 
They work as so many machines. Not 
unfrequently the porkers are thrown into 
the boiling water while yet alive, in which 
caso a few splashes indicate the final 
strugg'e. ‘This unfeeling operation is not 
heeded, Hogs are taken there to be kill- 
ed, and they are slaughtered and dressed 
without reference to anything else thay 
ume. 
‘The expense of this business is not 
borne directly by the owner of hogs, On 
the contrary, slaughierers pay forty cents 
a head for the privilege of killing. ‘he 
profits are derived from the sale of the of- 
ful, which becomes the property of the 
slaughterer. ‘The gut fat is speedily con- 
verted into lard, much of it by a steam 
process, which we shall notice hereafter, 
and the hair and entrails are sold for 
manufucturing purposes, ‘These were 
formerly thrown away. Now they prove 
a source of considerable profit, A por- 
tion of the former finds its way to the ta- 
ble in the shape of sausages, and the lat- 
ter is used in stufling chairs, &c., which 
are so carefully preserved in parlors, 
drawing rooms, &c, 


‘Tux Moxkey axp tug Drunxann.— 
Mr. Pollard states. that in his drinking 
days he was the companion of a man in 
Arundel Co., Maryland, who had a mon- 
key which he valued at a thousand dol- 
ars. ‘ We always took him out on our 
chesnut parties. Ee shook off all our 
chesnuts for us, and when he could not 
shake them off, he would go to the very 
end of the limb and knock them off with 
his fist. Ono day we stopped at a tavern 
and drank freely. About half a glass of 
whiskey was left, and Jack touk the glass 
and drank it all up. « Soon he was merry, 
skipped, hopped, and danced, and set us 
all in a roar of Jaughter. Jack was 
drunk. 

“We all agreed, six of us, that we 
Would come to the tavern the next day, 
and get Jack drunk again, and have sport 
all day, 1 called at my friend’s house 
next morning, and we went out for Jack 
Instead of being as usual on his box, he 
was not to be seen. We looked inside, 
and he was crouched up in a heap.— 
* Come out hore,’ said his Master. Jack 
came out on three legs; his forepaw was 
on his head; Jack had the headache; | 
knew what was the matter withhim, He 
felt just as] felt, many a morning, Jack 
was sick and could'nt go. So we waited 
three days. We then went, and while 
drinking, a glass was provided fur Jack, 
But where was he? Skulking behind the 
chairs. ‘Come out here, Jack, and drink,’ 
said his master, holding out the glass to 
him. Jack retreated and as the door 
opened, slipped out and in a moment was 
on top of the house.» His master went 
out to call him down, but he would not 
come. Ile gota cow skin and shock it 
athim, Jack sat on the ridge-pole and 
refused to obey, His muster got a gun 
and pointed itathim, A monkey is much 
afraid of agun, Jack slipped over the 
backside of the house, His mester then 
got two guns, and one pointed each side 
of the house, when the moukey seeing his 
bad predicament, us once whippad up on 
the chimney and got down in ono of the 
flues, holding on by his fore-paws! ‘The 
master was beaten, The man kept that 
monkey twelve years, but could never 
persuade him to taste another drop of 
whiskey. ‘Ihe beast had more sense 
than a man who had at immortal soul, 
and thinks himself the first and best of 
God's creatures on earth, .

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ARTIFICIAL STONE, 


The new discovery, patented by Mr. | 
Headley, whereby blocks of Artificial 
Stone are manufactured out of the con- 
stituents of sand and Jimo, compressed to- 
gethor by powerful machinery and faced 
with marble, presenting an exterior of the 
latter, is, in our view, one of the greatu- 
tilities of the 19th century. Indeed, there 
18 some reason to believe that this is 
merely the re-discovery of an art that was 
well known to the builders of the Pyra- 
mids and other similar structures of an- 
liquity. 

‘The formation of Artificial Stonos and 
Marbles is a problem that las long enga- 
ged the attention of chemists and archi- 
tects, but, until the discovery, it seems 
that indifferent success has attended their 
efforts. Pato nts have been taken out from 
ime to time, in England, Franee, and the 
United States, fur processes by which it 
Was supposed the object had been attain- 
ed. ‘I'he present, we believe, 1s the first 
attempt made to combine marble and stone 
together, and present us with a perfect 
specimen of each indissolubly united in 
the same block, In October, 1844, a Mr, 
Ransome, obtuined a patent in England, 
for the formation of an Artificial Stone, by 
pressure, (vide London Journal of Art, 
vol. 26, p. 307.) ‘his was simply com- 
pressed mortar, and the enterprise proved 
4 failure, chiefly because he attempted 
the manufacture of large unwieldy blocks, 
by expensive machinery, using the mate- 
rial ina plastic state, and not making a 
suflicient allowance for the incoimpressi- 
bility of water. Inthe United States a 
patent was taken out last year, by one 
Foster, fur on artificial stone, made from 
dry quick lime and sand, compressed to- 
gether, and hardened by the action of the 
almosphere, ‘This also proved urisuccess- 
ful, from the non-amulgamation of the 
lime and sand. ‘The particles were too 
easily disintegrated, and the blocks soon 
crumbled and wasted away. 


IMPORTANT RUMORS, 


(From the China Herald.) 

Tho slavyhter of the Eastern King has 
been rumored, reported, and finally an- 
nouuted by a demi-official note. These 
accounts differ widely, and would seem to 
have reached Shanghai through different 
channels. Early in the week it was ru- 
mored here and there, that there had beeu 
“a row” between the rebel Joaders.— 
Next it was reported that the Eastern 
King had been beheaded, and that more 
than ten thousand of the rebels had fallen 
jby each other's Lands, ‘Theaffray, itwuw 
said, began between the eastern and the 
northera kings,—the former demanding 
supplies of gunpowder which the other 
refused to grant. From words they came 
to blows, aud almost.the whole cily of 
Nankin was soon in an uproar, 

_ The demi-official note we are not able 
fo publish; it purports 10 have come from 
the wagistrate of the city of ‘Tanyang, 
jaud the facts detailed to have been guined 
by a trusty spy, tu the effect that there 
had been an old quarrel between the easi- 
ern and riorthern kings, that the eastern 
had installed his own son in the place of 
the western king, whose death he had 
caused some three or four years ago, and 
that now he was ploiting to usurp the 
throne of the Heavenly King, viz: Hung 
Siutsium. Jt goes on to state that Yang 
Suitsing had been seized, condemned, 
and his body drawn asunder by five buffa- 
lves—one being fastened tu his head, one 
to each arm, aud one to each leg, and then 
heavy rockets set on firc at their tails; _ 
that his whole family had been put to 
death ; and, moreover, that ihe Tuiperial 
troops, under Chang Kwoliang, were on 
their way, as far ns Keuyung, to recover 
Nankin.

The County Societies hold their ann 
al meetings in Pebraary, and we uro glad 
to find that nearly every County bas its 
Svejety. But there are several that have 
merely a nominal existence. [thas been 
proposed to make some slieration in the 
Preseutsystem of organization, One pro: 
posal is to layo but one class of sucieties, 
but to allow two or moro to unite in their 
exhibitions, if they pleased. A resolution 
was adopted at the last meeting of the 
Provincial Assogiations. requesting the 
County and Township Societies w take 
the matter into consideration at their an- 
sual meetings this year, and state their 
views t the Board of Agriculturo, We 
apprehend thatthis mode of ascertaining 
the amendments necessary (if any) in the 
present Act, will not result very satisfac- 
torily.

The Niagara Church Case, 


The Toronto papers give dotails of a 
case of clericilj delinquency and eccle- 
siastical tyranny, unprecedented in Cana- 
dian history, We give a statement of the 
fucts, leaving our readers to draw their 
own conclusions, 

In October, 1855, the Rev. Mr. Rey- 
nolds, from Quebec diocese, casually vis- 
ited Ningara, and atthe request of Mr, 
Creen, the resident Episcopal Rector, 
preached a sermon in aid of the Widows 
and Orphans’ fund. ‘fhe congregation 
was so well pleased with the young min- 
ister that they invited him to remain in 
Niagara, as assistant minister to Mr, 
Creen. It appears that church matters 
were ina very bad state when Mr. Rey- 
nolds visited Niagara, but yielding to the 
request of the parishioners, he remained, 
and by Kis energy and attention w the 
spiritual interests of the cong¥egation, the 
empty pews were filled, and a healthy in- 
(erest Succecded to a general apathy. 

Ever since his introduction it has been 
patent to Mr. Reynolds and the rest of 
tlie Niagara world, that Mr, Creen was 
accustomed to drink to excess; that ho 
was frequently seen ina state of intoxi- 
cation, butit was nottill lately that Mr. 
Reynolds came into the possession of an- 
other fact which has given tho case its 
prosent notoriety, 

When Mr. R. was making his custom- 
ary visitations, and urging the people fo 
observe the communion which was soon 
approaching, he chunced to call upon Mr. 
Woodroof, who, if we mistake not, is the 
luto candidate for Niagara, Mr, Wood- 
roof mentioned to Mr. Reynolds, having 
his jromise of secrecy, that Mr. Creen 
had been guilty of licentious conduct, of 
a most culpable character. Mr. Rey- 
nolds was so much pained at the discoy- 
ery, the truth of which he could not ques- 
tion, that he resolved not to assist Mr, 
Creen at the approaching communion, 
but: wrote him a letter, stating that he 
could not officiate at the Sacrament, Mr. 
Reynolds attended church as a hearer, 
but the fact of hig taking no part in the 
service of the day, excited the suspicion 
of ihe people, and atier Mr, Reynolds was 
officially asked by tho chureh wardens to 
givo an account of his conduct, and hav- 
ing obtuined- the consent of Me. Woodroof, 
he replied by letter, detailing the partieu- 
lars of Mr, Creon'’s couduet, that he had 
been guilty of drunkenness, falsehood, 
and gross licentiousness, ‘This letter 
was forwarded by the Church ware 
dens to the Bishop, who replied, stating 
that an investigation would be made, 
but that Mr. Reynolds had acted with 
cruel indiscretion,” and should be imme- | 
diately suspended from duty. | 


Mr, Creen} 
was lound guilty and suspended for lite, 
but still holds his title and regular salary 
for next yenr, and then a regular pension 
for life, while Mr. Reynolds was sindly 
informed that he could not remain any 
longer in Niagara, but if permitted to! 
preach at all, should only do so in some 
retired settioment where 
would result less disastrously to tho ins 
torests of the church.

The Discreditable Credit System, 


As wo fully anticipated, our resolution 
to demand payment in advance for the 
Globe, meeis with general, we might al- 
most say, universal, acceptance, ‘I'he 
credit system, indeed, can look for few 
advocates amongst and in- 
telligent men, Glaringly one-sided iu 
its operation, it yields substantial benefit 
tonoone.

It is impossible to overrate or exagge-4 
rate the importance of a thoroughly in- 
dependent press, Liberty, civil and re- 
ligious, can no more exist in a healthy 
and uncrippled condition when it has no 
place, than flowers can bloom divorced 
from sun and dew. If tho press, how- 
ever, be commercially hampered, can it 
be politically free? Exceptional instan- 
ces may be cited, asin the case of almost 
every rule, but generally speaking, the 
reply to this question must be in the neg- 
alive, 

There lies before us a number of a res- 
pectably conducted country broadsheet, 
the editor whereof, in making a financial 
appeal to his customers, declares that it 
is with ‘* serious reluctance he intreats 
the settlement of their small accounts.” 
Our brother adds ; “ that we have suc- 
ceeded thus faris entirely owing to the 
kind indulgence of our well-wishers.

The Ocean Telegraph—From Wall Street | 
to London in less than no time, ly 


As the ocean telegraph is. now almost 
m 


a fixed fuct, a few details as to tts work- 
Ing arrangements may not come amiss.—| 
There are still many peoplo so unthink- 
ing as to inquiro what is the practical 
uso of a telegraph across the Atlantic fer | 
ry; and others of a practical turn of mind, | 
ask how much it will cost us fur mes« 
sages! In the first place, the revolution 
of the newspaper world will be somothing | 
astounding. When Parliament in in ses-|. 
sion we shall be able to print in the Her- f 
ald of the next day as much of the pro-| 
ceedings of the British Senators 
be interesting to the American. public.— 
Parliament usually gets up at two o'clock 
in the morning, but_as the difference in 
time is about five hours in our favor, we 
shall receive the duings of the snges of| 
Westminster at about ten or eleven o'clock 
in the evening, New York time—that be- 
ing several hours before adjournment, and 
quite as carly as we generally receive 
the proceedings of Congress. ‘I'he trans- 
actions in stocks, the closing price in con+ 
sols, the state of the money market, will 
be sent from London and Liverpool every 
day at three o’clock in the afternoon and 
will be received before noon, forming the 
basis of Wall Street operations that day 
—in other words, the doings of the Lon- 
don Exchange will be known in Wall 
Street before ‘Change hours here, and 
will be published in the papers of the 
same evening before they are laid before 
the British public, ‘Transactions on the 
Paris Bourse will be sent in the same 
manner. ‘The advantages of this to our 
mercantile community cam hardly be over- 
rated, while the reading public will be 
kept au caurant to all European affairs, 
What will a message cost? is a very 
important question, ‘Ihe British Govern- 
ment guaranteeing the company patronage 
to the amount of seventy thousand dollars 
per unnum, has fixed the maxinum rate 
at four shillings sterling per word, or one 
dollar of federal money. This will be 
divided between the stations as follows :— 
From London to Cork, sixpence ; from 
Newfoundland to New York, one shilling, 
The differance on these rates and those 
of our inland lines may be readily percei+ 
véd by the following calculation ;—We

sonably ask, how, orwhy Anew Commission 
was issued withoutmy Kuowledge as Mem- 
ber for the Riding ; or how the newly clect- 
cd Member forthe North, Mr. Benjamin, 
took upon himself to recommend parties 
without consulting withme, Common cours 
tesy would have suggested that he, should 
have done so, but true to the one man power 
so long practiced by that gentleman in all 
his movements, he felt himself competent to 
the task ; and, no doubt, feeling desirous to 
show his triends his great influence with the 
present unpopular Government, or, perhaps, 
from fear is not taken instime, the grand op- 
portunity might be lost, he has. pushed: on 
his listof names in most indecent haste. 

T believe this is the first instance on record 
in Canada, of a Membor elect getting outa

Jn looking over the Commission, I find 
there ure about 80. names left off the new 
one, that were on that of 1852, Ihave a list 
of 60 odd before me, It appears, thut for 
sotne reason, enquiry was mide of the Clerk 
of the Peace by the Government, and a tist 
of these sworn in was sent up, and most of 
those, if notall, were dropped who had not 
qualified. Was this the caso heretofore 2. I 
think not. Has Dr. Ridley or J. Turnbull, 
Ksq. gualified on every new Commission 
that has come oot the past 30 years, and are 
there not others who have nol? Hut were 
they left off the Commission in 1852, when 
the Hon, Jolin Roxs and myself recommend- 
od a number of gentlemen to ke added toth 
list of Justices? I think not. It may be, 
under the Coalition Ministry, that a change 
is being effected, that henceforth no persou 
Will be allowed to staud on the Commission 
of the Pi but those who qualify anu take 
an active part; if so, T would be tho’ fast 
man to object to such a course. 

But, Sir, are there not vimes of persons 
left off the Commission who had qualified, 
and who acted, nud that satisfactorily, ever 
since the Commission of 18. To speak of 
Ho others, Iimight mention Robert McCam- 
mon, Esg., of Hungerford, and Philip D. 
Hicks, sq., of Thurlow, and I am told also 
ot C. L. Herchmer, Esq., of Belleville. It 
can hardly be supposed these gentlemen act- 
ed without qualijying..themselyes ; if not, 
how does it happen th ¢ left off the new 
Commission. Thut something is wrong in 
some quarter, appears quite corlain, 

As to those names added to the new Com- 
mission by Mr. Renjaminy there may be (to 
some at least,) grave objections; some loval- 
ities are Nberally supplied, while others are 
not. For instance,—two brothers in ono 
house, Messrs, Jolin and James Smith, of 
Hungerford, are on the new Commission, 
while iy the Village of Tweed not one, al- 
though a petition from the inhabitants asking 
specially for Messrs, George Howell and J. 
McGill Detlor to be appointed, wus sent up 
by me during the fore part of last summer, 
and acknowledged. It there is neci of Jus- 


tices of the Peace, surely the small Villages 
shoukl be supplied; where there are so many 
Layerns or places where liquors are sold, anil 
Where people congregate together, instead of 
tivo, three, or four being appointed almost 
within call of each other amongst the farm- 
ing population, Why was Tweed forgotten ? 
Was therenio one’ there whom this one nian 
power could recommend ? 

Tn 1852, there was a great doal of awenr- 
ingat the new batch of * illiterate’? men 

ut op the Commission at .the,request of Mr. 
Ross and myself, Has Mr. Kepjamin made 
the Commission more respectable ?_ Are the 
parties better qualified, or are they more 
‘qlliterate? {would not speak disres- 
pectfully of the parties, but leave it for the 
public to judge for themselves, 

T should not have written one line respect- 
ing Mr. Benjamin's Commission, (for well 
may it be called his,) had it not been for my 
piune having been coupled with his in get- 
ting up the new list, as also of being the 
means of leaving off the names of gentle- 
men from the old’ Commission every 
worthy. 

No doubt, Mr, Benjamin had hia motives 
in vetting out a new Cormmission at the time 
he did ; I haveulso mine in repudiating hay- 
ing anything to dé with it, or of any know- 
ledge of its.real existence until published in 
the Intelligencer, 

In conclusion, I wish it understood, that I 
do not charge Mr, Benjamin with leaving off 
tho names of those gentlemen who do not 
Appear on the new Conimission ; and, no 
doubt, as his influence is all powerful with 
the present Government, he will cause them
